A sum of $100,000 has been appro- 
priated by the board of supervisors 
of Los Angeles county for the pur- 
pose of building a paved boulevard 
through Brea canyon. This announce- 
ment was made yesterday at the 
office of Supervisor Cogswell in Los 
Angeles, ‘ 

The ‘paving of this road, which is 
the main artery of automobile traffic 
between this valley and the Santa 
Ana valley will be one of the most 
appreciated improvements | which 
could have been made by the super- 
visors. It is now in a terrible con- 
dition and the heavy traffic which fol- 
lows this route is daily making the 
roads more impassable. 

The Brea canyon road was. resur- 
faced about a year ago, but with- 
stood the wear of the traffic only a 
few weeks. The surface of the road 
seemed to wear rapidly, causing large 
holes to appear, 

According to EK. K. McComb of 
the automobile club, the $100,000 will 
be sufficient to pave the Brea road 
from the valley boulevard to the 
Orange county line. The distance is 
between five and six miles,
